Narrow Escape of Four Men in the Woods 
in Canada. 

Orrawa, Ont., Dec, 13.—[Special. |—Four 
shanty men who belong to this city have had 
a terrible fight for their lives with a pack of 
wolves in the woods in the vicinity of Gordon 
Creek, on the Kippewa River. John and 
James Barrett, Peter Murphy, and John Mc- 
Mann had quit work and started to return to 
their camp.

After fully ten 
minutes of this fighting for their lives seven 
of the wolves had been killed, which had an 
effect upon their companions, for they turned 
tail and fled. All the men were bleeding from 
the legs and sides where they had been bitten.

Twelve Hundred Deaths in the City of 
Guatemala in Seven Weeks. 

San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 13.— The steamer 
San Juan, which arrived today from Panama, 
brings news of ravages of cholera in Guate- 
mala. More than 12,000 cases are reported in 
the State, and 1,200 deaths occurred in the 
City of Guatemala in seven weeks.

TASCOTT CAPTURED ONCE MORE, 


This Time He Turns Up at Port Huron— 
What the Police Say. 

Port Huron, Mich,, Dec. 13.—[Special. ]— 
A young man giving his name as John Brad- 
ley was arrested today by Detective Buck- 
eridge. The detective’ maintained that the 
prisoner answered the description of Tascott, 
the murderer of Banker Snell of Chicago. On 
arriving at police headquarters Bradley was 
stripped and the scars mentioned in the de- 
scription of Tascott were found on his body. 
He also has the gold-filling in the front teeth. 
He is five feet eight and weighs 145 pounds. 
His age is 24, all of which corresponds with the 
description of Tascott. His hair is dar 
brown and cut short. He converses freely 
about his travels, He has a recommendation 
from E. E. Davis, First Lieutenant and Post 
Quartermaster at Fort Wingate, N. M., where 
he claims to have been employed as black- 
smith’s helper. The Chief of Police has re- 
quested the Chicago Chief of Police to send 
some one to identify him. | 


Lieuts. Kipley and Clark of the city de- 
tective force both said last night that they did 
not believe the man held by the police of Port 
Huron is Tascott. 

We have had no communication with the 
authorities of Port Huron,“ continued Lieut. 
Kipley, “ and all we know regarding the mat- 
ter is from newspaper dispatches.’ We do not 
expect to send a man up there to investigate 
the matter either. We can’t send out an 
officer every time a supposed Tascott is ar- 
rested. Lou can depend on it the person 
under arrest is not our man.” 

“You can bet if there was any prob- 
ability of the real Tascott being under 
arrest at Port Huron, added Lieut. 
Clark, “I would have advice from 
there. That's my town, and the boys up there

= Many of the breweries have for several years 
been in the habit of doing even more than 
advancing the money, They have relieved 
the saloonkeeper of all trouble in the matter 
and have sent their agents to the City-Hall 
and had them procure the litense for the cus- 
tomer and take it around to him. One or two 
breweries have gone farther. They have paid 
the free-lunch counter expenses of some of 
their customers. 

Why the Breweries Have Done It. 
ig was all done to keep the brewers’ signs 
out. 

By the time the next installment of the $500 
license would be due the saloonkeeper would 
not be in any better shape than on the first of 
the year, and insome cases the brewers have 
been forced topay the whole year’s license, 
without getting any of it back. In some 
cases mortgages have been given by 
saloonkeepers on their stock and fixtures, but 
licenses have been paid for a number whose 
fixtures were not worth the amount of the 
license, 

Most of the saloons which will be closed the 
first of the yéar are on the outskirts of the city 
and in localities which are not particularly 
beer-drinking neighborhoods. But there are 
a number of down-town resorts that will also 
pass out of existence, somewhat to the sur- 
prise of the public. 

Weary of Advancing Money. 

The brewers have grown weary of advanc- 
ing money for this purpose, but the largest 
measure of complaint has come from those 
saloonkeepers who have been able to make 
both eds meet. These claim that it is not 
fair for the brewers to give the man who asks 
pays vash. 

The closing up of this class of saloons will 
reduce the consumption, or rather the brew- 
ers’ sales, about 1,000 barrels a week. This 
exceeds the output of all but the largest brew- 
eries. Itisalarge establishment that makes 
50,000 barrels a year. 

The city demands that the license be paid in 
three equal periods of four months each. 
The amount the first period is $208, the sec- 
ond $126, and the third $166. The greatest 
burden comes the first of the year, and the 
least payment is in the summer, when the 
most beer is drank, : 

Might Be Easier if It Were Summer, 

If it were not that the largest amount is in 
the winter some saloons might be able to tide 
over the crisis. 

The brewers out of the syndicate are the 
Northwestern, the American, Cooper 
& Nockin, H. G. Schmidt & Co., 
Gottfried Brewing Co., Tosseti Brewing, 
and the Fecker Brewmg Co. These breweries 
have decided not to advance any money or 
pay any licenses unless the saloonkeeper is 
absolutely good for the amount and 
will give a mortgage on his fixtures, which 
must be worth more than the amount of the 
license. 

There are pow 5,600 saloons in the city, and 
the number it is believed will be reduced to 
4,000 next year, 


TERRIBLE ACCIDENT AT A CROSSING. 


Four Killed and Two Injured by a Train at 
Bristol, Pa. 

Bnrsror., Pa., Dec. 13.—A shocking accident 
occurred at the Mill street railroad crossing 
this afternoon, by which four persons were 
killed, one fatally wounded, and one seriously 
hart. The accident was caused by the safety 
gates at the crossing being raised just before 
the New York west-bound express was due. 

A number of persons had been waiting for a 
freight-train to pass, and as soon as the gates 
were raised they started to cross. J. McIlvaine, 
a teamster, started across with his wagon, in 
which were his 13-year-old son, Ne@l Mcll- 
vaine; Joseph Hussey, about the same age; 
Hugh Dever, a storekeeper on Pine street; and 
John McGee, about 15 years old. 

The express train, which was running at 
full speed, struck the wagon, instantly killing 
Neal McIlvaine, Joseph Hussey, and Hugh 
Dever. John McIlvaine had his shoulder and 
leg broken, ribs crushed, and was otherwise 
internally injured. He is not expected to live. 
The two boys were struck with such force that 
they were thrown into the canal. 

Joseph Johnson, who was crossing the track 
on foot, was also struck by the engine and in- 
stantiy killed. John McGee, who was also in 
the wagon, was badly injured. The gate- 
keeper claims that the clatter of the freight- 
train passing drowned the noise of the bells so 
that it could not be heard. 

A misplaced switch on the Toledo, Peoria 
and Western road this evening caused a bad 
wreck. A freight-train dashed into the open 
switch and the engine and five cars are piled 
up in the ditch: The accident occurred at 
Mapleton, and it is reported here that the en- 
gineer and one brakeman are in the wreck. A 
wrecking train has been sent to the scene.

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LIVED HIGH ON HIS EMPLOYERS’ MONEY. 


Emil Wolff, a Milwaukee Bookkeeper, a 
Defaulter for a Large Sum. | : 

Mitwavxer, Wis., Dec. 13.— Special. In 
taking supper in a down-town restaurant at a 
rather late hour one evening this week a mem- 
ber of the wholesale millinery firm of P. A. 
Gross & Co., Nos. 382 and 384 Broadway, noticed 
the firm’s bookkeeper, a single young man 
named Emil Wolff. Seeing a bottle of 
champagne on the supper table the member 
of the firm concluded that the young man’s 
salary would hardly permit of his buying wine, 
at least 5 often, so he concluded to make 
an investigation, and yesterday he notified 
his partner, Mr. Gross. The latter had every 
confidence in the young man’s honesty, en- 
trusting him entirely with the firm’s cash, and | 
it was only after considerable urging by his 
partner that he consented to have the books 
examined. 

This morning an investigation was begun 
and an apparent shortage of $50 was soon dis- 
covered, Chief of Police Janssen was at once 
called into consultation by the firm, and he 
advised the immediate arrest of the book- 
keeper pending a further investigation. 
But Mr. Gross was still so confident 
of Wolff’s honesty that he decided 
instead of causing his arrest to 
ask him for a personal explanation. This 
was done shortly before noon today, and the 
young man showed no embarrassment hat- 
ever, saying that the apparent shortage was 
easily explained and that he would call in the 
customer in whose account the shortage had 
been discovered, saying which he left the 
store. When he failed to return within an 
hour Mr. Gross lost his confidence and ordered 
the youug man arrested on sight. During the 
afternoon the investigation was contin- 
ued, and up to evening a shortage 
of over $3,000 had been discovered, 
and this only during the last three 
months, while he had been in the firm’s em- 
ploy for over two years, so with the average of 
a thousand dollars a month the embezzlement 
is likely to run up to many thousands. 

_All the afternoon detectives searched the 
city and watched the outgoing ‘trains, but up 
to a late hour tonight no trace of him was dis- 
covered. His room was visited, but he had 
not been there since leaving home this morn- 
ing.

w HOW JAPANESE BOOKS ARE MADE. 


An Interésting Process, Very Different from 
Authorship Hereabouts. 

New York Sun: The Japanese author does 

not write books. He paints them. As soon 


ideas he shuts himself in his study, bright- 
ened slightly by a soft light from a four-cor- 
nered white paper lantern. He has before him 
a polished table, one foot high, on which lie 
his idyllic wfiting materials. The paper is of an 

able yellow and is marked with perpen- 
dicular and horizontal blue lines. His ink is held 
in a rich ebony plate, elabdrately carved and 
with a depression in which the black tablets 
are rubbed to nothing. The plate crries also 
five bamboo brushes which serve as pens. 

As the spirit moves the author begins paint- 
ing at the back end of all the pages that are 
to swing Japanese hearts and heads. From 
the left to the right of each his brown 
hands sweep the brush up and down the per- 
pendicular blue lines. With inconceivable 
rapidity the pages are covered with delicate 
and varied marks from the brush. To a for- 
eigner a volume just fresh from sucha hand 
is one of the prettiest things in the world, and 
exactly the article to be presented to a friend 
or patron as an edition de luxe. But the first 
success of a work in Japan depends so exten- 
sively on the artistic execution of the brush 
that no author would think of letting an autho- 
graph work leave his hands. When finished 
the painted history, poem, or novel is intrust- 
ed to a professional copyist, who knows above 
all others how to paint words with skill. Be- 
sides the expertness of such a book painter

The next step of the author with the indis- 
pensable minimum of ideas is to send the 
artistic reproduction of his painting to the en- 
graver, who the blocks, wets them 
with ink, lays on the pgper sheet by sheet, and 
finally presses it down, so that it may take the 
palm leaf pen.

The constellation of the Little Bear and the 
pole star must have puzzled the observaut 
Indian; for while the rest of the stars were 
continually shifting their position, this one 
star remajned immovable, As the constella- 
tion of the Great Bear represented hunters in 
pursuit of a bear, so the constellation of the 
Little Bear suggested another party of hunt- 
ers guided by the pole star. Long, long ago 
a large party of Indians, while in search of 
new hunting grounds, wandered on for many 
moons, finding but little game. At last they 
arrived at the banks of a great river entirely 
unknown to them, where they had to stop, not 
having material for building boats. Lost and 
nearly famished with hunger, the head chief 
decided to hold a council and devise means 
for returning to their homes. 

During the dance preceding the council, 
and while the tobacco (whose fumes are sup- 
posed to ascend as prayers to the gods) was 
burning, a little being like a child came to 
them and said that she was sent to be their 
guide, says a writer of Indian legends in the 
St. Louis Republic, Accordingly they broke 
up their camp and started with her that 
night. Preceding them, with only a gi-wah, or 
small war club, she led them on until day- 
light, and then commanded them to rest 
while she prepared their food. They slept, 
and found on awakening a great banquet in 
readiness for them. Then the little being 
bade them farewell, with the assurance that 
she would return in the evening. True to her 
word, she reappeared at evening,. bringi 
with her askin jug, from which she poure 
out eome liquid into a horn cup, and bade 
each of the hunters drink. At first they 
feared to do so, but, yielding at last, they 
drank and began to feel very strong. She 
then told them they had a long journey be- 
fore them, and, following her, they arrived 
at a great plain in the early morning. There 
she bade them rest during the day, promis- 
ing to return again at nightfall, saying her 
own chief would soon follow and explain to 
them how they could reach their homes in 
safety. 

Soon he arrived with a great number of his 
race and they all held council together and 
told ‘the Indians that they were now in the 
territory of the * The latter would 
teach them a sign already in the sky which 
would be a sure guide when they had lost 
their way. The pigmnies pointed out the pole- 
star and told the hunters that in the north 
where the sun never goes, while other stars 
moved about this particular star would stand 
still as a guide to the Indians in their wander- 
ings. They were to follow its light and they 
would soon return to their tribe, where they

their adventures the head chief held a meeting 
of all the tribes and they resolved to give the 
staraname. They called it the star which 
never moves, by which name it is known to 
this day. Now, in the constellation of the Lit- 
tle Bear there are four stars apart and three 
leading directly to the pole star. The four 
stars aprt were probably the hunters, and 
the three leading to the pole star were the two 
hunters and the little child. The pigmies are 
introduced into the myth because their mis- 
sion is to help hunters who have lost their way 
or are in any trouble. 


Criticising the Plan of Atwood’s Airship.

THE HORRIBLE COST OF WAR. 


Millions of Lives Sacrificed in the Wars of 
the Last Thirty Years. 

San Franscisco Chronicle: According to 
the estimates of French and German statisti- 
cians there have perished in the wars 
of the last thirty years 2,500,000 men, 
while there has been expended tocarry them 
on no less than the inconceivable sum of 
$13,000,000,000. Of this amount France has 
paid nearly $38,500,000,000 asthe cost of the 
war with Prussia, while her loss in men is 
placed at 155,000. Of these 80,000 were killed 
on the field of battle, 36,000 died of sickness, 
accidents, or suicide, and 20,000 in German 
prisons, while, there died from other causes 
enough to bring the number up to the given 
aggregate. The sick and wounded amounted 
to 477,421, the lives of many thousands of 
whom were doubtless shortened by ir ill- 
ness or injuries. l 

According to Dr. Roth, a German authority, 
the Germans lost during the war 60,000 men 
killed or rendered invalid and 3600, 000, 000 in 
money, this being the excess of expenditure 
or of material losses over the 51, 250, 000.000 

aid by France by way of indemnity. Dr. 
Engel, another distinguished German statis- 
tician. gives the following as the approximate 
cost of the principal wars of the last thirty 
years: i 0; Italian 
war of 1859, $300,000,000 ; ) 
1864, $35,000,000; War of 
$5,100,000,000, (South) $2,300,000,000; Prusso- 
Austrian war of 1866, „000, 000; Russo- 
Turkish war, 3125, 000, 000; South African 
wars, $8,770,000; African war, $13,250,050; 
Servo-Bulgarian war, 8176, 000, 000. 

All these wars were murderous in the ex- 
treme. The Crimean war, in which few bat- 
tles were fought, cost 750,000 lives, only 50,000 
less than were killed or died of their wounds, 
North and South, during the War of the Re- 
bellion. The figures, it must be remembered, 
are German, and might not agree precisely 
with American estimates. The Mexican and 
— expeditions cost 200,000, 000 and 65, - 

ives. There were 250,000 killed and mor- 
tally wounded during the Russo-Turkish 
war, and 45,000 each in the Italian war of 1859 
and the war between Prussia and Austria. In 
the other wars the loss of life was relatively 
less, which did not make either the men or 
money easier to part with in the more limited 
areas where they occurred. fhe 

And this is but a part of the accounting, 
since it does not include the millions expend- 
ed during the last 20 years in maintaining 
the vast armaments of the European Powers, 
the losses caused by the stoppage of commerce 
and manufactures, and the continual derange- 
ment of industries by the abstraction from 
useful employment of so many millions of 
persons held for a period of military service 
extending from three to five years. 


Sitting Bull. 


There is no reason for anybody to feel particu- 
larly surprised at the perfidy and weakness‘ of 
Sitting Bull. His shrewdness, double dealing, 
and scheming have all been known for a long 
while to newspaper writers who have come in 
contact with the famous Sioux. Numerous warn- 
ings have been given concerning Sitting Bull's 
plans, but they were always looked upon as the 
conjectures of sensational reporters. When Sit- 
ting Bull was in Washington a year or so ago at 
the conference over the sale of the last tract 
of Indian lands he became immersed on several 
occasions in a condition of melancholic ine 
briety, and divulged lengthy and elaborate plans 
of war which, he said, were under consideration 
by the Sioux Nation. An ounce of prevention at 
that time would have prevented the cost of the 
substantial cure which it will now neces- 
sary to effect after the ghost dance is over.— New 
York Sun.

DANGER IN THE LYMPH. 


What a German Savant Thinks of Dr. 
| Koch’s Remedy“ 
[ePRCIAL CABLE TO THE TRIBUNE.! 

Lonpon, Dee, 13.—I interviewed Prof. Vir- 
chow, the ‘foremost pathologist of the world, 
and obtained his views on Dr. Koch’s lymph. 
The savant was full of sarcastic humor at first, 
and assured me that one of the American stu- 
dents in his laboratory had begged for one 
drop of lymph in order to go to Philadelphia 
to establish a new hospital. He said: 

“Tt is quite absurd to know that doctors 
in all parts of the world are about to inject a 
powerful poison into the bodies of men before 
Koch has made known the results of large or 
long-continued doses upon animals. It is 
highly dangerous and indiscreet to have an 
unknown, untried fluid used by tne un- 
experienced. I cannot express an 
opinion as to the reason why the 
lymph only affects the tissues inhabited 
by the bacilli until Dr. Koch tells what it is 
made of. We must have the tuberculosis tissue 
taken from a living patient before the lymph 
treatment and the tissue taken from the same 
spot after the treatment in order to judge 
whatthe action is. Otherwise we may mis- 
take the changes caused by the disease itself 
for changes caused by the lymph. The best 
clew Ihave found to the real action, of the 
lymph is in cases of tuberculosis affection of 
the larynx. Under  ordina treatment 
tubercles form on the of the 
vocal bands and are finally detached, 
leaving. behind them ulcers which we can 
readily heal. But the difficulty has been that 
these tubercles develop.s6 slowly that by the 
time one set of tubercles detached themselves 
another set has sprung in enother spot. Dr. 
Koch’s accelerates growth that segregation of 
tubercles in the larynx so greatly that they are 
full of growth and detached so quickly that 
5 — new ones appear we can heal the whole 

arynx. 

It is clear to me that the lymph is dangerous 
for children and persons in advanced stages of 
phthisis. In the case of children it brings on 
perilous inflammation of the lungs, and in ad- 
vanced phthisis it is apt to destroy the lungs. 
In cases of tubercular meningitis the fluid is 
likely to cause fatal inflammation of the brain 
tissues. No doubt the remedy brings on as- 
tonishing changes.. As for tuberculosis of 
the lungs some cases in the early stages of the 
disease show slight improvement. The pa- 
tient claims he feels better, his weight im- 
proves, and there is less sputum. But my 
opinion of these results is mostly Soe 
ical. The patient is stimulated by the knowl- 
edge that he is receiving a new remedy which 
is gaid to be a quick cure. No tests made now 
in this time of excitement are worth much. 
We must have a period of quiet before 
the real search for results can be made, for 
patients must be in normal condition. It will 
take a year or two before we can teil whether 
Dr. Koch’s remedy is effective in phthisis. It 
is possible that by careful experimenting two 
or three years we may be able to use this 
lymph successfully with a combination of 
some other compound, and so conquer phthisis 
in its first forms.“ ä 

When I asked Virchow what he thought of 
the announcement that Prof. Russell of Scot- 
land had discovered a microbe of cancer he 
laughed and said: 

Müh God everything is possible. Great 
is Allah. I had an idea cancer existed 
without a microbe, but if Russell discovered 
one then I make a humble bow tothe microbe 
and also to the detector.”’ 

Before Dr. Loomis ‘left for New York this 
week I interviewed him. He said: 

IT was skeptical at first but now consider 
the lymph the greatest medical discovery of 
modern if not of all times. I saw yes 
terday in Dr. von Bergmann’s private 
wards an Englishman cured of nine 
years’ lupus with sixteen injections—less than 
one-eighth of a drop of lymph diluted. All 
me were cases of wonderful cures, 
Prof. von Leyden, the great internal medico, 
told me he would use the lymph on his own 
child if the occasion necessitated it. He 
noticed an improvement in all advanced cases 
of lung tuberculosis.” a 

Dr. mis said every drop of the fluid was 
worth at least $1,300, as a diluted drop will 
furnish over 130 injections and any reputable 
American physician can get $100 each injec 
tion. As a vial contains about sixty drops 
its present actual commercial value is $78,000, 
The doctor said a drop was worth threc times 
more than a fine diamond of the same size. 

Pants, Dec,13.—The reaction against the Koch 
treatment has increased in violence. Eight of 
the portent have died soon after the injection 
of t lymph, and this, combined with the fact 
that there has been no verified cure, has in- 
tensified public feeling ainst experiments. 
A number of hospital patients here and in 
Lyons, who have been undergoing Koch treat- 


ment, have refused to submit to further trials. 


Owing tothe public furor the commission, 
headed by Prof. Nallopean, which is testing 
the remedy has decided to maintain absolute 
silence as to the results until the tests have 
been completed. 


GENERAL NEWS FROM BERLIN. 


A Discussion on the Tariff in the Reichstag 
—Plans of Socialists, 

(Copyright, 1800, by the New York Associated Press. 

Bertin, Dec. 13.—The Reichstag has ad- 

journed for the Christmas recess. It will re- 

sume its sittings Jan. 12. Its debates, like 


‘those of the Landtag, are losing their bitter- 


ness and keen enmity toward the Government, 
which were wont to characterize them during 
the Bismarck régime. The discussion of 
the budget before it was remitted to the 
committee in which the party  lead- 
ers figured illustrated the change in 
style. Herr Bebl, in an impassſoned 
yet moderate speech, drew a somber picture 
of the misery of the peasant under the pres- 
ent policy of protection which enriches the 
great landlords at the expense of the poor con- 
summers. Herr Bebl contended that it was 
untrue that protection aided the small farmer, 
and decla that the large cultivators and the 
rent-receiving landlords were the only ones 
benefited. A high tariff on cereals and cattle, 
he asserted, profited only the rich landholders 
and impoverished the poorer. classes. 
The rural populace emigrated in masses 
into the towns, thus increasing 
the misery, crime, and dissatisfaction 
in the crowded centers of population. Herr 
Richter attacked the military credits, declar- 
ing that it was needless to maintain the pres- 
ent expenditures in view of the peace that now 
prevails in Europe and the fact that no Power 
was menacing Germany. 

Dr. Windthorst defended the Government’s 
agrarian and colonial policies and denied that 
the miseries which Herr Bebl depicted were 
due to the existing laws. It was social morals, 
he declared, and not the organization of so- 
ciety, that was responsible for the evils afflict- 
ing the people. A reformer ought to aim to 
purify and fortify society through religion. 

A man who could be said; to be without re- 
ligion was only a beast. The speaker was in- 
terrupted at this point by the Socialist mem- 
bers with cries of‘ What was Frederick the 
Great?“ 

If Frederick were living now,” replied Dr.

MR. PARNELL’S GRANDMOTHER. 


An Eccentric Woman Who Was Harshly 
Separated from Her Husband. 

Apropos of the recent episode which makes 
the Parnell family more conspicuous than 
ever before, an old master of reminiscences 
writes to a Washington paper: 

“The attention of the whole civilized world 
being attracted to the Parnell name, it might 
interest your readers to know that in the past 
his grandmother resided here, and, in an- 
other way, was as much an object of re- 
mark and comment. as her grandson is 
now. I cannot say when it was that Mrs. 
Commodore Stewart resided here, but my 
memory of her is very good. She was a very 
handsome woman as I recall her, but eccen- 
tric in appearance and in her general inter- 
course. I used to see her almost every day 
on the avenue and she walked with a very 
queer gait, hardly lame, but like one wearing 
tight shoes which were painful. 

There were two daughters living here with 
her who shared -their mother’s peculiarities. 
One of them I remember distinctly, who was 
known as Peggy Stewart. and the other one I 
cannot recall. Whether either of the ladies 
was subsequently Mrs. Parnell I do not know, 
but it would not surprise me, as any of the 
family would be liable to indulge in the ec- 
centricities which have occasioned so much re- 
mark of late. 

Mrs. Commodore Stewart, as the memory 
of her comes back to me, while not a recluse, 
seems to have had but few associates. They, 
Mrs. Stewart and her daughtets, would take 
their daily walks, but always alone. I do 
not remember ever to have seen them to- 
gether or with any one. Mrs. Stewart was 
Saga to be wealthy, but made no display 
of it. | 
The story of her separation from the Com- 
modore is almost legendery, coming as it 
does from the long past, but as told me in 
my boyhood I have never forgotten it. It 
was customary at one time in the navy for 
officers of a certain grade to take their 
families with them on the long cruises 
which sailing vessels had to undertake, and 
Mrs. Stewart accompained the Commodore to 
the Mediterranean station. While at Naples a 
revolutionary disturbance occu and one of 
the leaders of the revolt sought shelter among 
the vessels in the harbor and eventually 
reached the United States ship commanded by 
Commodore Stewart, where, appealing to the 
sympathy of Mrs. Stewart, he was secreted in 
the ship. 

The ship sailed soon after, and when some 
distance from Naples Mrs. Stewart informed 
the Commodore of the presence of this person 
on the ship. The Commodore at once re- 
turned to Naples and, delivered the fugitive to 
the authorities, and as I was told, put Mrs. 
Stewart ona vessel sailing for America and 
never saw her again. 

There was a good deal of kindly sympathy 
for her here, for no one ever questioned the 
purity of her motives, and her friends said it 
was the harsh treatment of the Commodore 
which produced in her the strange after life 
she led. I have understood that Mrs. Parnell 
was one of the two daughters who were with 
her here, but do not knowit. Only a few 
months ago Mrs. Parnell was appealing to the 
country for help, and an Irish comedian then 
playing an engagement in New York gave a 
benefit for her which realized, as I remember, 
something like $800. It was sent her, but her 
need was not relieved, as it was said some 
creditors seized it. >

He laughed today, but 
it was not a pleasant laugh. It staggered 
those who heard it. His speech today was a 
distinct failure. The same may be said of the 
meeting, for no enthusiasm was to be seen. 

Mr. Justin McCarthy will arrive at Kilkenny 
Monday. 

The boards of Poor Law Guardians of Mohill 
and Skibbereen have passed resolutions call- 
ing upon Mr. Parnell to retire from the lead- 
ership of the Irish Parliamentary party,and the 
Middleton board has passed resolutions ex- 
pressing confidence in Justin McCarthy.

But 
that does not seem to be understood. Mr. 
Davis wishes to organize a few more bureaus 
as soon as practicable, but matters are in such 
shape that appointments are not to be expect- 
ed until after the first of next year. 

The chiefs already appointed will not take 
charge until some time in January, but there 


are applicants for every possible position un-. 


der them already, The chiefs themselves ate 
not at hand, so every one goes to Mr. Davis. 
He put in most of yesterday explaining that 


| the chiefs would have a little to say as to the 


organization of the bureaus they control. 
This was a detail that most of the applicants 
had overlooked. 

One reason for the rush is the idea that sal- 
aries are going to be large. About half of the 
applicants seem to have an idea that if they 
secure a position they will a well for 


doing little. It has been so almost since the 


inception of the Fair. The prospect is that the 
work will be hard and the pay not exorb- 
itant. The largest salaries that will be paid 
are already being drawn. 

The chiefs of bureaus will be the next in 
line and will receive something like $5,000 
each, some more and some less. Director- 
General Davis said yesterday that he had 
not settled on salaries yet, and that the chiefs 
would be paid according to their worth and 
work. One bureau might require a man of 
experience more than another. 

There Will Be No Sinecures, 

Below the bureau chiefs few salaries will 
run over $3,500 and many will be below $2.500 
or $2,000. And the position, whatever it may 
be, will be no sinecure. According to Mr. 
Davis the Fair is to be run on a business basis, 
and fancy salaries will not be given. It is the 
opinion of many officials that some people 
could cut this out and paste it in their hats 
with advantage to all concerned. 

Maj. Handy of the Bureau of Publicity and 
Promotion, will be in Chicago this week, but 
it is not known when Mr. Buchanan of the 
Bureau of Agriculture will be here. Secre- 
tary of Installation Hirst has been in Chicago 
for some time. His salary, it is understood, 
will be $3,000. The other two will probably 
be $5,000 each, although that is not definitely 
settled yet. ae 

The appointments were generally com- 
mended yesterday, as were also President 
Gage's appointments for the Board of Refer- 
ence. There is little chance for serious dif- 
ference with such men as the Board of Refer- 
ence and Control consists of, From both com- 
mission and directory they are, almost to a 
man, strong and conservative.

A Portion of the Machinery Breaks After 
a Good Showing Had Been Made.

These are the people who 
have persistently, stood in the road of every 
improvement and who have howled the words 
folly and extravagance at every enterprising 
capitalist who has invested his money here 
through confidence in the future of the Na- 
tional Capital. | , 
A Craze for Suburban Properties. 

You hear these people still decrying the fut- 
ure ot Washington. They say that the real- 
estate market has touched its limit, and that 
there must be a marked decrease in values 
soon. I have heard this talk in Washington 
for the last fifteen years. It was never louder 


‘expressed than when the first improvements 


were made in the neighborhood of the British 
Legation, when land sold in that ion for 10 
cents a foot, Within the period of less than 
fifteen years the land in that portion of the 
city has advanced to $10 a foot. Just at pres- 
ent there is a great craze in Washi n for 
suburban properties. One ¢ynical critic said 
to me yesterday that the real-estate people 
had laid out city lots for Washington up to 
the very limits of the district itself. But in 
spite of the croaking this suburban property 
for miles around Washington is finding pur- 
chasers, and pretty houses. are to be found 
running through from Fourteenth street road 
to Tennallytown, where President Cleveland 
set theexample and led the way for many others. 
The. reason perhaps fer all this advance in the 
direction of the country is the increase of the 
value of property within the city limits. Yet 
within the region uf the northwest of Wash- 
ington alone between tne as one ex- 
treme and the boundary the other, there is 
today unimproved land enough for homes for 
at least a half million people,

There is 
no other Capital in the world that has not its 
Goverhment art collection .and nothing is 
more prized for its valuable influence 
these collections. There is nothing that con- 
tributes more to the commiercial prosperity 
of the country than the Government encour- 
ment of the highest and best of all classes 
of art production. 
A Musical Conservatery Wanted. 
There is no reason why there should not be 
a musical conservatory at Washington under 
the direction of the Government. If it’s right 
for the Government to take an interest in one 
class of education it would be equally just for 
it to found and carry on an institution for the 
instruction of the bestand highest music. The 
establishment ofa Government theater would 
find but few advocates. Such theaters have never 
been successful anywhere. But the schools of 
all classes.and the art museums are within the 
aistinct provinces of the Government. It is 
only through the riches of a Government that 
art can be placed * a broad enough basis 
to be of the best van All these im- 
provements indicated w take but a few of 
the millions that are freely expended in various 
directions without any too practical results 
to show for them.

A Chinaman is 
just as much entitled to the protection of the 
laws as any other person, white, or black, or 
coppet-colored. The United States has had 
to pay a considerable sum to the Chinese 
Government because a Western mob taking 
the same view of the case as this lawyer 
murdered a number of Chinese who were here 
with the consent of the American Government. 
It,will not do to let every Chicago rough get 
it into his head that he can rob or beata 
Chinaman with impunity simply because he 
cannot be naturalized. All foreigners are en- 
titled to the full protection of the laws. 


Tun bankers of this city have been accused 
of unnecessary closensss in some directions 
during the last few weeks, and it has even 
been hinted that some of them have reserves 
of 40 to 60 per cent, or an average of fully 
twice the legal requirement. Probably the 
accusation is unfair and the inference untrue. 
No doubt the banks of Chicago have kept 
their affairs well in hand, and thus avoided 


“the necessity of resorting to clearing-house 


certificates, like their brethren in the East, 
and in order to do that have been slow in 
lending money for the carrying of speculative 
stocks or other properties. The complaints 
heard are made mostly by the few who failed, 
to obtain desired accommodation on that class 
of business, and were pinched somewhat in 
consequence. But the wants of merchants 
and manufacturers have been well supplied by 
the banks on the whole, and it is believed that 
no one of these who are solvent has experienced 
any difficulty in getting all the aid he was en- 


F title to. Forthis reason business has suf- 


fered but little by the panicky conditions that 
convulsed financial circles at the East. Per- 
haps this could not have been truly said today 
if the Chicago banks had lent money as freely 
as wanted on local stocks during the summer 
and autumn months. 


THE WORLD’S FAIR. 

After the storm comes the calm. After the 
heated and sometimes perplexing controversy 
over the Fair site comes a period of rapid and 
quiet progress. The President has been sup- 
plied with the evidence that the money has 
been raised and a site and plans agreed on, 
and during the present week he will issue his 
proclamation to foreign nations. Chicago 
may rely on it that the Secretary of State will 
leave nothing undone to familiarize the outer 
world with the details of the proposed Exposi- 
tion. Every fepresentative of this Govern- 
ment abroad will be instgucted to do the best 
missionary work he can. 

The Presidents of the National Commission 
and of the Board of Directors have chosen the 
persons who are to compose the Joint Com- 
muttee of Reference and Control, which will 
pass on all points of dispute that may arise be- 
tween the two organizations. As the National 
Commission will not meet again till April 
there will be none before that time at least. 
Should there be any future disagreements 
they will be settled quickly and quietly, and 
the public will know little of them. 

It having been settled beyond possibility of 
change that the art building will be placed 
west of the railroad tracks, the members of 
the Art Institute, the Commerciai Club, and 
the directory are making efforts to raise at 
least half a million to be used towards its 
construction, this sum being in addition 
to whatever the directors may set aside 
for the purpose out of Fair funds. It 
has been admitted tacitly all along that this 
building, which is to be a permanent one, and 
which will serve after the Fair is over as a 
home for the Public Library and whatever art 
treasures the city or the Art Institute may see 
fit to place there, should cost at least half a 


million dollars. If half that sum comes from 


outside sources the directors will have that 
much more to expend for other purposes, or 
they can expend more than a million on the 
building. 

Im spite of the seeming uselessness of it 
some persons are ditkering still with the IIli- 
nois Central to move its tracks further east. 
It is useless because the corporation shows no 
signs as yet of a disposition to deal fairly by 
the city and to make ita decent return for 
what it expects to get from it. So long as it 
persists in its policy of giving little for much 
it is unnecessary for it to throw out hints to 
the Council, the directors, or Michigan avenue 
property-owners that it is ready to treat with 
them. 


NEW POLITICAL POWER OF CHICAGO. 

If Congressman Frank’s Apportionment 
bill is passed, of which there seems no doubt 
now, Illinois will gain two Congressmen, 
jumping from twenty to twenty-two. In 1860 
it had nine members and Ohio had twenty- 
one. The representation of the latter State is 
unchanged. That of Illinois is more than 
doubled, which is not doing badly in thirty 
years. 

The rati Gt representation being 178,901, 
Tiiihois has twenty-two ratios and only 529 
over. It is a close fit. The population of 
Cook County is 1,194,082. That entitles it to 
six Congressmen, with 150,526 over. There- 
fore it will have seven. Probably Du Page 
or Lake County will be added to the large 
fraction to make the seventh district. It would 
be fairer to make the entire seven out of 
Cook, because they will increase in population 
so much more rapidly than the country dis- 
tricts, but the country members may not take 
kindly to the idea. 

As has been stated before, the representa- 
tion of this county in the General Assembly 
will be increased largely. It will have sixteen 
Senators and forty-eight Representatives, in- 
stead of ten and thirty as at present, or seven 
and twenty-one ar under the apportioninent of | 
1872. This gain in city membership appears 
to be exciting some alarm in the country. 
Tux Tunern printed yesterday a letter froin 
a Bloommgton paper, the writer of Which 
figured out that in twenty years more Cook

_ MISGOVERNMENT OF CITIES. 

A correspondent writes concerning a recent 
article on the Misgovernment of American 
Cities and asks 
why it is not practicable to prescribe the quali- 
tications of Aldermep so as to keep out the dis- 
reputable And dishonest who now so nearly mo- 
nopolize such offices... We regulate the qualifica- 
tions of voters, why cannot we do so those 
of the city law-makers, either by peoziding that 
certain conditions shall disqualify, as those 
of disreputable pursuit gps gambling- 
house, étc.) bad repute, or foreign birth, or pref- 
erably by providing a Board of Censors, whose 
duty it should be to prepare annually a list of 
citizens eligible to various city offices from which 
the candidates may be selected, such board to be 
a permanent commission, like those by which it 
has been attempted to curtail the power of Al- 
dermen for plunder? I dare say there are consti- 
tutional dbjections to the plan, but I should like 
to become certain on the subject. 

There is no constitutional obstacle in the 
way of any or all of these propositions. The 
Legislature can prescribe what qualifications 


it pleases for Aldermen. It can say what ) 


their age and height shall be and can require 
that they be virtuous and competent. But 
wiil it make much difference? An early Con- 
stitution of a New England State provided 
that its House of Representatives should con- 
sist of the persons most noted for wisdom 
and virtue,“ to be elected by the freemen of 
the different tewns. The Legislatures elected 
under this provision, however, were not noted 
for their superior merits. More depends on 
the voters than on the qualifications required 
of officers. Good electors generally will choose 
good men and poor ones may be relied on to 
select bad men. 

Nor is it feasible politically to make these 
changes which are suggested. What Legisla- 
ture would be so Know-Nothing as to say that 
persons of foreign birtA shall not hold office? 
With what ‘patience would the political organi- 
zations of this city listen to a proposition that 
a Board of Censors should make out the list of 
candidates to which their selections necessa- 
rily must be limited? , 

One word on the subject of excluding from 
office citizens of foreign birth who, the cor- 
respondent seems to think, are specially ob- 
jectionable. Such has not been the experience 
of Chicago. There have been in the Common 
Council men born abroad, men who were born 
here but whose parents were born abroad, and 
men whose ancestors came to this country 
over a century ago. There have been compe- 
tent and honest Aldermen belonging to each 
of these classes, and thére have been thieves 
who belonged toeach. It can be said with 
truth that the smartest, cunningest, shrewdest 
knaves who have had seats in the Municipal 
Legislature have been of unquestioned Ameri- 
can ancestry. 
patriotic pride that when an American does 
start out to be bad he can be excelled by per- 
sons of no.other nationality. 

It does not seem as if any legislation could 
change the fact that American cities are gov- 
erngd by officers elected by political parties, 
nominated by political conventions made up 
of delegates selected by political methods. 
According to Aristotle man is a political 
animal,“ and nowhere is he more so than in 
the United States. Politics invades every- 
thing. Remember what pains and trouble 
were taken to keep it out of the International 
Exposition. A European cannot understand 
the necessity for these precautions and this 
even balancing of parties. 

As the political system of managing munic- 
ipalities seems to have come to stay, the 
only thing to do is to make the best of it and 
to see that all possible is done to make the 
voters intelligent and honest.

GLADSTONE TRUE TO IRELAND. 

Mr. Gladstone is not only the grand old 
man, he is the magnanimous grand old mau. 
His speech of Thursday to the voters of the 
Bassetlaw division of Nottmghamshire, where 
an election contest is now going on, will rank 
among the great addresses of his life. It was 
great in its conception, great in its genérosity, 
and great in its purpose. He took no note of 
the jeers of the Dublin mob, mcited by Mr. 
Parnell’s example to apply insulting epithets 
to him the night before in the Irish Capital. 
He did not stop to consider the bad taste and 
ingratitude of Mr. Parnell himself, nor tho 
indications of ingratitude among the extreme 
section of Parnell’s following. There was a 
fierce electoral contest raging in a district 
which the Liberals are trying to wrest from 
the Tories—though the struggle seems hope- 
less. Mr. Gladstone’s aid was needed. His 
counsel was desired. His lead was demanded. 
Notwithstanding that he pears the burden of 
81 years he did not hesitate to accede to the 
request of his political friends. Ho re- 
sponded to what he believed to be the call of 
duty. 

And the burden of his speech was advocacy 
of the cause of Ireland. He was perhaps 
afraid that the Liberals in their disgust at the 
Parnell pyrotechnics on the other side of the 
channel would abandon home rule and fight 
out the battle on English Liberal issues alone. 
If that was their purpose Mr. Gladstone has 
recalled his followers to their duty and to their 
pledges. They were not, he said, to abandon 
home rule. They must fight against coercion 
in Ireland. That work is “as sacred and 
urgent now as it ever has been, no matter who 
may be the leader of the Irish party.” 

How pitiable do the truculence and dema- 
gogy of Mr. Parnell at this juncture appear 
in comparison with the generosity and 
courage of Mr. Gladstone. What man of con- 
science ewill refuse to believe the great 
English Liberal’s version of the Hawarden

wasted. Fiftytwoof the eighty, ‘Irish mem- f 


bers of Parliament have most 

taken the side of Mr, Gladstone in this oon- 
troversy. They have réluctantly but strenu- 
ously insisted that Parnell is wrong and Glad- 
stone richt. This being the case, after this 
latest manifestation of his desire to continue 
to serve them the Irish people would deserve 
all the coercion that Mr. Balfour could apply 
in twenty.years of strong govérument” if 
they persisted in following the insanely selfish 
lead of Parnell and prevented the codperation 
of their representatives with Mr. Gladstone. 


* THE KAISER ON THE CLASSICS. 

The Emperor William of Germany has de- 
livered himself of a homily on education in 
the Empire in which he says many good and 
a few foolish things. One of. the latter is his 
declaration that there are too many educated 
people in Germany, and that overeducation 
is keeping them out of the army and impelling 
them into socialism and other irregularities. 
The reverse of this is true, There are not 


enough educated people in Germany, or they , 


have been educated improperly. Under an 
ideal system of education the German people 
would realize the absurdity of allowing one, 
man to do the most of the govern‘ug which 
they shoulddo. Another foolish, and in this 
case superfluous, thing is his onslaught upon 
newspapers. Considering the mild type of the 
average German newspaper and the Emper- 
or’s absolute control over them he should not 
complain. So long as he can olap any editor 
who offends him into jail and choke off his 
business he has the remedy in his own hands. 
If he had been obliged to submit to a few 
doses of his own grandfather’s hat, or to bad- 
inage as to the number of his collar and his 
adipose condition as a prophet,“ or to such 
breezy and reckless lampooning as the Ameri- 
can Chief Magistrate has to encounter every 
day of his term ho would have some reason 
for complaint. 

From another point of view, however, there 
is much to be said in acceptance of his declara- 
tion in favor of teaching the language, science, 
and literature of the country more and the 
dead languages less. A Berlin dispatch thus 
reports him: 

As regards the basis of instruction in all gymnas- 
ial schools, it ought, his Majesty said, to be Ger- 
man, and their principal aim should be to turn 
out young Germans instead of youthful Grecks 
and Romans, They must courageously break 
with the medieval and monkish habit of mumb- 
ling away at much Latin and a little Greek, and 
take to the German language asthe basis of all 
their scholastic studies. The same remark ap- 
plied to history as to languages. 

Preference should bé given in all schools to 
German history, geographical and legendary. 
Not only, howéver, would the gymnasia require 
to mend their method asto the matter re 
and the manner of teachifig it, but they would 
also need to-reduce the time burden under whieh 
they now crush their pupils. It was this cruel, 
one-sided, and eternal cramming which had al- 
ready made the nation suffer. 

This is sound gospel, and it is in touch with 
the views of many modern éducational reform- 
ers. It is the same complaint which many 
critics are making of our own schools and 
universities. Too much eruel, one-sided, 
and eternal cramming,’ too m 
learning, too little manual, practical educa- 
tion, too little training in the elements which 
make for physical good condition and success 
in life, combined with too little discipline and 
restraint in the fogmer and too much Latin 
and Greek and not enough American in the 
latter. If there were less of this there would 
be fewer short-sighted youths and less physical 
ailments in this country as well as in Ger- 


many. There would be fewer young men 


rushing into overcrowded professions. There 
might be less knowledge of the Roman Em- 
pire and the Greek ‘Repblics, of Achilles and 
Cesar, Socrates and Plato, but there would 


be more knowledge of the American Repub- | 


lic, the American Constitution and laws, 
American . soldiers, statesmen, and philoso- 
phers, and the means by which an American 
can earn his living in America, as well as 
stouter hands and clearer heads to earn it. 
The classics have their place, but that place 
should be a subordinate one. The studies 
that have a practical bearing upon the prob- 
lems of modern life should Godupy the first 
place. To paraphrase the Emperoi's criti- 
cism, the principal aim of our schools should 
be to turn out young Americans instead of 
young Greeks and Romans, To this extent 
the Kaiser is right and his advice has a direct 
application to the schools and colleges of this 
country.

BOARD AND BUCKET-SHOP. 
It is nearly nine .months since the Board of 


Trade of this city ceased the gathering 
of official quotations and their distribu- 
tion. The question of indorsing the pol- 
icy is expected to be the dominant one at 
the approaching annual election of officers, 
and is being agitated in advance. Objectors 
are coming to the front with their expressions 
of opinion. They say the movemént has been 
a failure, in that it has not accomplished its 
principal object, which was to prevent the 
bucket-shops of the city and country from 
keeping continuous track of the business and 
using the inform&tion as a basis for bets with 
their customers.“ It is also complained 
that the result has been to throw the bulk of 
the business into the hands ofa few large 
firms who have private wires, and that the 
rest of the members can only conserve a lim- 
ited amount of patrenage at an increased 
cost for telegraphic niessages. The argu- 
ments on the other side are that the bucket- 
shops are doing vastly less business in grain 
than previous to the change, that the average 
member of the board is faring. better in con- 
sequence, and that a still more important ad- 
vantage has been gained securing to the 
producer far better prices for his property 
than he could have obtained but for the rad- 
ical change of policy which took effect at the 
end of March last. 

There is little room to doubt that the latter 
claim is a valid one. It is true that higher 
prices for grain were favored by a smaller 
crop yield of the leading cereals and by the 
silver agitation, which caused an inflation in 
stocks in the early part of summer. But the 
upward march in quotations began and was 
well established long before any fears of crop 
damage were entertained except in regard 
to wheat. The advance in corn and oats was 
fully as great as that ia the chief bread-mak- 
ing grain, though the preceding crops of both 
were admi to be enormous. Also, the rise 
was well under way before the silver agitation 
produced any effect elsewhere or was 
mentioned in produce circles. It must 
be admitted to © have originated in

the time as a direct consequence of vastly 
lessened bear pressure on the markets by 
those people.

I would be a back- 
ward step in morals anda detriment to the 
producing class for the board again to throw 
wide open its business as a basis for betting 
in the bucket-shops, which would soon 
spring up numerously if the public distribu- 
tion of quotations were > resumed. 


WHAT CHEAP ALUMINIUM WILL DO. 

Certain citizens of Chicago have formed a 
corporation and say they are going into the 
revolutionaty business. Nobody should take 
alarm at this. It is not the intention of the 
corporators to overthrow the existing form of 
government or to revolutionize society. They 
are intending simply to dethrofe and hurl 
from their proud eminence four metals which 
have hitherto been held in high repute. They 
intend to oust silver, tin, brass, and nickel, 
and bring in aluminium in their place. Silver 
will still be used for the coinage of big dol- 
larsand nickel for that of little five-cent pieces, 
but for all purposes of metal-plating they will 
be banished from use, 

These Chicagoans claim that they control 
a Chicago invention by which aluminium, 
which costs now about a dollar a pound, can 
be made at a cost of 16 cents. If they are 
correct in their claim all the rest is easy. 
The world is theirs. But before admitting 
that such is the case it will be necessary to 
wait till their works are in operation. Dis- 
coverers are prone sometimes to be a little 
too sanguine: Processes which work well in 
a laboratory do not do so well when tried on 
a lafge scale. Some obstacle may present it- 
self at the last moment which will add sev- 
eral cents to the cost of the product per 
pound. 

Assuming that everything works satisfac- 
torily and ‘aluminium can be made for 16 
cents a pound it will be cheaper than tin. In 
that case who will care so much for tinplate? 
It will not be necessary to tax everybody to 
promote the growth of tinplate mills. Who 
will care for a cup or dish made of tin when it 
will be possible to buy a cheaper ono which 
never will tarnish? Faucy the joy of the 
housewife or the dairymaid at being relieved 
from the labor of scouring’ her tins. What 
woman will care for a nickel-plated coffee- 
pot or a stove with nickel-plated fittings when 
aluminium will fill the bill so much better? 
Nickel may be used still in the manufacture 
of steel plates for armorclad vessels, but it 
will drop out of domestic service. 

The great merits of aluminium are its light- 
ness, its specific gravity being but a third of 
that of iron, and the fact that it does not tar- 
nish, An alloy of three parts of -silvér to 
ninety-seven of aluminium makes a compound 
which cannot be told from the costlier metal. 
One can eat soft-boiled eggs with a spoon 
made from it and the spoon will not. change 
color. What a waste of money it would be 
then to use either solid silver or silver-plated 
articles,when so much superior ones can be had 
for less money. The silver miners may not 
look favorably on the abandonment of the 
use of their product, but there will be no help 
forthem. They must find some other market 
for it—and that not at the mint either. Brass 
will have to go too. The faucets and other 
articles made of that metal which are now on 
hand will have to be thrown away, and al- 
uminium, the future metal both of the kitch- 
en and the dining-room, will take their place. 

It is evident that if these Chicagoans do 
what they say they will they will be great pub- 
lic benefactors and—which interests them 
more—will make a mint of money. If Chica- 
go can reduce the price of aluminium so as to 
make it a metal of general use it will be the 
greatest advertisement the city has had for 
yeare. But it will be to wait a 
little while yet till the new industry has been 
fairly started before making the formal an- 
nouncement that silver, tin, nickel, and brass 
are back numbers,“ pushed to the rear by a 
metal extracted from common clay. 


AN UNENOWN | MILLIONAIRE'S BENEFI- 


The career of the late millionaire leather 
merchant, Mr. D. B. Fayerweather,.was in some 
mee remarkable one. It was remark- 
able in the first place that a man could have 
done business for so many yeats in the Swamp 
in New York City and accumulated millions 
without once raising the suspicion even 
among his brother merchants that he was a 
millionaire, or becoming known to the pub- 
lic outside of his business associates even by 
name. No list of millionaires yet published 
in that city contains his name. It was un- 
known among the 400, who lay no other claim 
to exclusiveness and superiority to the rest of 
mankind than the vulgar one of money, and 
yet, now that he has gone, it is found that he 
leaves $6,500,000, accumulated entirely by his 
own sagacity and industry. Much of this in- 
conspicuity is owing doubtless to the quiet, 
secluded life which he led, to the simplicity 
of his tastes and personal requirements, and 
to his aversion to public display of the results 


ot his money; but even from this point of | 


view it is rare that a millionaire escapes the 
public scrutiny. 

The munificence of Mr. Fayerweather is an- 
other remarkable feature of his career. Of 
the total amount of his property, about 
$6,500,000, he has left nearly one-third, or 
$2,100;000, to twenty colleges in sums ranging 
between $50,000 000 each, and $95,000 
to five hospitals in New York City, the rest of 
the estate being divided between the widow, 
employés of the firm, the executors, and serv- 
ants. Being a manof remarkable honesty, 
sagacity, generosity, and industry, and having 
amassed a handsome fortune, he evidently de- 
sired to leave a share of it where it would do 
the most good. That he should have selected 
the colleges is a littlé strange, as he was not 
an educated or cultivated man himself. He 
began life boumd to a Gonnecticut farmer, 
then learned the shoemaking tradg, for some 
time followed the wandering career of a tin 
peddler, and at last went to work for a leather 
firm in the Swamp to which he had sold 


According to the Captain this ration will last, 
if used economically, for two days.

It might have that effect on the survi- 
vors, but it is not wise to try the scheme on 
men ‘who have arms and know how to use 
them. There are many things tending to show 
that empty stomachs as well as the Messiah 
cfaze had something todo with the present 
Indian troubles. Is not it about time for the 
Government to modify its Indian policy? 


Som people in this country have enter- 
tained the idea that the partners in the old 
firm of Baring Bros. threw up the business 
into the hands of the guarantors’ and retired 
without other personal loss than that involved 
in a relinquishment of profits.

found for every worthy person. 

In the club itself a mutual insurance com. 
pany has been organized, which pays a sub- 
stantial death benefit, and pays weekly ben- 
efits to the sick or injured. Six of the mén 
who were killed at the recent explosion in 
blast furnace No. 2 and all tne injured be- 
longed to the society. | 

How the Club Was Started. 


The idea of the Steel Workers’ Club origi- 
nated several years ago in the mindsof some 
ofthe principal stockholders of the Joliet Steel 
company., In the beginning it was simply to 
furnish a resort for its men in their idle 
hours. A generous sum was at first offered to 
the City of Joliet to equip a public library 
and reading room, but the thought of sustain- 
ing it was too much for the taxpayers and the 

roposition was not accepted. A gift of 

10,000 to the Y. M. C. A. was suggested but 
abandoned and the company decided to act 
for itself, A board of trustees consisting of 
Messrs. Horace 8. Smith, John F. 
Wilson, Charles Pettigrew, Jay C. 
Morse, and W. R. Stirling was appointed. 
An investment of 853.000 brought 
the club-house into existence, and so 
conscientiously was the work done in all de- 


partments that the year has not necessitated 


the €xpenditure of a single dollar for repairs. 
Then the club was organized with 100. charter 
members, and the property turned over to 
it, with a guarantee that any deficiency in 
its exchequer would be made good by the com-

Whence Comes the Revenue. 


When the Joliet Steel company became a 
part of the greater Illinois Steel company the 
men were assured that the club was duly pro- 
vided for. No public announcement has yet 
been made of the nature of the provision, but 
it is said that hereafter for every ton of steel 
manufactured at the Joliet plant a certain 
amount will be paid into the fund for the 
maintenance of the club, and this is to be 
figured as part of the cost of production. The 
idea is upon the line of the Joliet Steel com- 
pany’s plan of profit-sharing, by which each 
man received a certain premium upon his 
wages each quarter as a reward for faithful 
— intelligent service. 

The year which closes next Saturday has 
certainly proved the merits of the plan. 
There are 2,400 men and boys employed in 
Joliet Steel Works. Thitteen hundred of 
them are members of the club and have been 
almost from its inception. The building is 
open from 6 a. m. to 10 p. m. every day of the 
week and its rooms are constantly occupied 
by members, many of the men who work on 
the night shifts coming there at the earliest 
possible hour fora bath, a smoke, or a game 
of billiards before retiring for the day. The 
books of the library show that 50 per 
cent of. the membership haye taken home one 
or more of 3,700 volumes placed at their dis- 

osal. During the ten months ending with 
October the total number of visits to the

HAS TRAVELED FOR SIXTY YEARS. 


Mme, D’Aabigney’s Wanderings—To the 
Grave from Here. 

Among the guests of the Cosmopolitan Ho- 
tel in the center of Chicago’s Chinatown is 
Mme. Elizabeth D. D’Aubigney. She says 
she has lived eighty-four years, ef which sixty 
years have been spent in travel. 

I am acosmopolitan,”’ said Mme. D’Aubig- 
ney; the world is my home, and if sixty 
years of constant travel constitute a cosmo- 
politan then I am one. My father was a mer- 
chant in London. He was a miser, but I had 
a rich uncle who traveled for his health, I 
belong to a family of travelers. I am related 
by marriage to the celebrated French painter, 
D'Aubigney. I had the advantages of 
travel by accompanying my uncle around 
the .world before the age of railroads 
and steamships. I have visited all the archæo- 
logical sites of the world, and returned many 
times to Oriental lands. lcan speak French 
and Spanish as I do English, and can also con- 
verse freely in German, Italian, Russian, and 
Turkish. Ihave a little knowledge of the 
Arabic language.”’ 

What country did you visit last?“ 

„Mexico, for whose sunny skies I sigh.”

made an interesting diseovery when I 
was in Mexico,“ she resumed. ‘‘ The beetle 
and the owl were the only idols which the ex- 
tinct race called the Toltecs worshiped.

traying the Savior. It is a thick composite 


metal about the size of a half-dollar, with the

you see is one of the ancient shekels of Israel | 
with the rod of Aaron and the pot of manua |

CHICAGO'S BROKEN PROMISE. 


The Offer Made to Thomas Hughes and 
How Shabbily It Has Been Fulfilled. 
Cuicaco, Dec. 11,—[ Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—When the great fire devastated this city and 
the charitably inclined of all lands sent things 
of all kinds to alleviate suffering humanity, it 


occurred to one of England’s sons that ma-. 


terial things to supply physical wants would 
be sufficiently abundant, and deeming our in- 


tellectual interests paramount, he sent us 


books. That friend was Thomas Hughes, He 
made a collection of 7,500 books and sent them 
to Chicago. We had then no public library, 
and the books were an elephant 
on the hands of the community. 
Upon the request of a committee 
of Chicago gentlemen our Legislature on the 
7th of March, 1872, passed our vresent Public 
Library act, and thus the . sent by Mr. 
Hughes received a home: they were deposited 
with the first Board of Directors of the Chi- 
eago Public Library and formed the nucleus 
of the 200, 000 volumes, more or less, which for 
eighteen years have been asource of pleasure 
and profit for hundreds of thousands, Thus it 
appears that Thomas Hughes is the founder of 
our library. In the latter part of the 70s Mr. 
Hughes came to Chicago on a visit. 
He was wined and dined bz the 
library board and prominent citizens. 
There he told Chicago’s representative citi- 
zens that he proposed to start a free public 
library at Rugby, and requested some con- 
tribution from Chicago. This contribution 
was heartily promised. A committee consist- 
ing of Messrs. F. W. Poole, E. G. Mason, ana 
Norman Williams was appointed to find ways 
and means and to exécute this promise. 
Today we write 1890, but that promise re- 
mains a promise still. Chicago broke faith 
with a friend. Rugby got its public library;

A movement has been startedin Philadelphia 
for the organization of a National Cricket Asso- 
ciation, embracing the cities of Philadelphia, New 
York, Boston, Baltimore, Pittsburg, and Chicago.

The action is too slow to suit the disposition of 
the American ple, and they would never take 
to the game.

If a league were 
formed the games would not draw enough people 
to pay traveling expenses, and the amuse 
ment would become decidedly costly 
to those who indulged in it. Then, too, 
a regular schedule would necessitate an immense 
loss of time to the players, who are ali amateurs 
and have mercantile positions to look after. The 
Eastern cities that are situated close together 
might arrange a schedule, but the Chicagoans 
could not spare the time or money for an extend- 
ed trip or series of trips East.

The young man mistook the administering 
of the communion for the celebration of mass, 
natural enough in one who was not aware that 
in the Roman and many of the Episcopal 
churches the communion is reserved for 
the sick and dying. The amount of ignorance 
concerning the Cathalic churches, Roman and 
Anglican, among otherwise well-informed 
people is amazing. There is no belief more 
strongly rooted than that held by many 
Protestants that going to confession 
is a sort of Saturday evening market; 
that there is a regular schedule of prices for 
sins, theft so much, murder so much, offenses 
against purity so much, and that before ob- 
taining absolution the penitent pays over as 
much cash as his bill foots up.

The Morsel Set Before a Hungry American 
by a Brazilian Planter. 

It was two or three years ago, in an upper 

province of Brazil, that I had the pleasure of 
breakfasting with one of thé most genial old 
estancieros it was ever my lot to meet,“ writes 
C. H. Pratt. The houses in that part of the 
country are not sumptuously furnished, and if 
one were to judge the wealth of his various 
entertainers.by the amount of it on display 
he would commit some disastrous blunders. 
Plantation owners worth millions, but Who 
have never learned to enjoy the use of lux- 
uries, will live all their tives in a one-room 
house whose furniture consists of atable and 
two chairs. I once met an electric door-bell 
pedd ler who had tried that country and found 
it a poor field. He said that he had invariably 
to explain to house-owners, first, the nature of 
electricity; second, the nature of a door-bell, 
and, third, what possible use they could make 
of the two when combined, The last was too 
much for him and he left in despair. — 
1‘ I found the afore-mentioned genial estan- 
ciero sitting on his front doorstep in the shade 
of a large palm tree; whichsame employment, 
by the way, engages the time of most farmers 
in tropical America. His adobe house, with 
hard mud floor and thatched roof, was much 
better than the average, consisting of three 
rooms. I had been tramping along the dusty 
roadway since daybreak, and was tired; the 
place looked rather clean and inviting, so I ac- 
cepted the cordial invitation which a Southern 
gentleman will always extend to a stranger to 
come in and rest. 

„As I sat and chatted in the cool shade of 
the palm tree I found that my friend was not 
a Brazilian, but a native of Spain.

It was sufficiently sarge, he said, 
to enable him to entersain with that bounteous 
hospitality which he so much enjoyed, and was 
rendered still more commodious by the conven- 
ient nature of the beds, which, in common 
with all in that part of the country, consisted 
simply of mats of straw which could easily be 
rolled up or kicked into a corner when not in 
use. These woven mats, spread upon the 
earth floor, are much cooler duri summer 
nights than mattresses would be.

Hundreds of Skilled Workmen and Work- 
women Put Their Lives Into the Making 
of These Toys—Bebe Jumeau from the 
Factory to the Cradle—Like Other Babies 
She Learns to Say “ Mamma” Before She 
Says “ Papa.”

The factory is at Montreuil, a gray, quaint, 
primitive town outside the fortifications of 
Paris. A high, red-brick wall with three iron 
gateways screens. the factory from the road- 
side. In response to a ring at the least for- 
midable gate the visitor is ushered into a rec- 
tangular court-yard, upon which look myriads 
ot small-paned windows. High on the front 
facade smiles the bland face of a huge clock, 
on whose relentless hands the eyes of 500 
men, women, and chiidren, working at the

ctdiry, each has his or her special task. 
A lifetime’s labor rarely finds the artisan 
master of more than one part of the whole.

The model of Bebe Jumeau is the human 
baby—the child from 1to4 years old. Her 
doliship’s body is made of brown —5 
Sheet upon sheet, well moistened wit r 
paste, is spread on a table at which women 
and children sit, an iron mold before each, 
into which they hammer the paper with a 
mallet. One mold represents the trunk of 
the body, another the legs, arms, feet, hands, 
in which every curve, every denture of the 
human model is faithfully preserved. When 
the molds are filled they are hung up to dry. 
The drymg process consumes from eight to 
thirty days. The bulk of the modeling and 
dryi is done by women outside the factory. 
It is the chief support of many families at 
Montreuil. From rafters of their humble 
cottages the molds are suspended todry. A 
woman can tend to her household duties and 
earn at this work frum 40 to 60 cents a day, 
while a man within the factory receives for 
the same labor $1.50 a day. 

When the molds are thoroughly dried. they 
shed their coats as the chestgut its burr, and 
present a surface not unlike that fruit. They 
are a quarter of an inch in thickness and un- 
breakable. The first coat of paint, the epi- 
dermis, is now applied. Much of this work 
also is done in the peasant’s cottage; then it 
is brought in baskets to the factory. Piled

It has been said that O’Malley wag known 
to the evildoers of the West Side.

I knew something must be done. The offi- 
cers were not there to testify.

For instance, one man 
said: I was employed at Giles’ jewelry store. 
We had worked and saved all we could 
until the flames crept upon us. Mr. Giles 
told us we had done all we could and to take 
what we wanted and save ourselves.

We had no place to keep have often 
thought of that scene since, and the only way 
in which I have ever been able to describe it 
was tocompare it with the old-fashioned de- 
scriptions of hell which we used to hear. 

Following Up a “ Vag.” 

“The most amusing thing I ever had in my 
experience as Police Justice, continued 
Justice Scully. was a case of vagrancy. The 
accused came before me at the Union street 
court and asked for a change of venue. In 
those days when a prisoner on the West Side 
took a change of venue he was sent over to 
the police court on the South Side. I sent 
the prisoner over to Justice Summer- 
field at the armory. Very soon after 
I had a note from Summerfield 
saying he had to go out of the city on busi- 
ness, and asking me to come over and hold 
his court. I did so, and the very first case be- 
fore me was the fellow who had taken a 
change of venue. He said: I don’t want to 
be tried by you, I want another change.“ So 
I sent kin over to Kauffman.’ on the North 
Side. I knew that I had to go over and hold 
court for Kauffman that afternoon, as he was 
out of town. When I arrived there the first 
case was that of the vagrant. He threw up 
his hands and exclaimed: ‘ My God! I am 
fated to be tried by you.

THE OLDEST LIVING INDIAN. 


Muddy Water, Who Fought with Jackson 
in the Seminole War. 

Philadelphia Times: The eldest living 
Indian perhaps is Muddy ater, a 
Seminole chief, residing in the family 
of Dr. Hamilton of Seminole Agency, I. 
T., who has just entered his 109th year. He 
has been blind for some years now and unable 
to perform any work except that of making 
baskets, in which he isan expert, producing 
some very pretty, tasteful work. The old fel- 
low is extremly garrulous, a most unusual 
thing for one of this race, and is very proud of 
his English, which is very good. Besides his 
blindness he is a great sufferer with a 
wound in his left leg, which will eventuall 
cause hia death. He claims to have receiv 
this wound d the Seminole outbreak in 
1813, when he says he killed in one day eleven 
white men with his own hands. 

From what can be gathered from his rem- 
iniscences he was at that time 32 years old, 
He has unbounded admiration for Jackson, 
whom he describes. as one “Great man with 

eagle's eye, and says the General conversed 
with him frequently after the war was over. 
He further declares that after Topoheka he 
never in raised his hand against a white 
Man. Indians are very deferential to the 
old chief, who bears among them a great 
reputation for wisdom, and is always referred 
to by them as the Old one.“ 

One of them, himeelf a man of 50, when 
questioned in regard to Muddy Water’s age, 
asserted that the old chief had been an ancient 
man when he was a boy, sitting in the council, 
which was a privilege accorded only to those 
over 60 years of age. Muddy Water is of 
rather low stature for an Indian, but indica- 
tions show that he must have been of extraor- 
dinary strength in his prime. He has a mor- 
tal hatred of women, suffering none of the 
qua about to approach him, but he is said 
to have been married and the father of seven 
sons, all killed in wars with the whites.

The mural and ceiling decorations have been in- 
trusted to William Pretyman of Chicago, who, in 
many private houses in this city and New York, in 
the superb banking-room of the Cleveland Society 
for Savings, and in numerous other works, has 
proved himself a decorative designer and painter 
of preéminent ability, prepared for his profession 
by exhaustive study and thorough training. Mr. 
Pretyman has studied his profession in all parts 
of the world and in all its historie aspects; the 
decorative art of India and Persia is as familiar 
to him as that of France, the. medisval Gothic 
style as the modern English pre-Raphaelite; and, 
as a result, his work possesses that perfect har- 
mony and consistency which can come only from 
perfect knowledge. | 

Love of color, with a fine instinct of its right- 
ful use, is perhaps the distinguishing trait of this 
artist. He is not in the least afraid of color, and 
yet in the splendor of gorgeous hues which he 
often gives there is never a discordant note. . In 
his artistic philosophy there is no trace of the 
doctrine which has been followed of late in cer 
tain prominent places in Chicago that the solu- 
tion of a difficulty lies in the avoidance of it, that 
beautiful decoration lies notin a royally gener- 
ous use of color, but in its banish- 
ment. In decoration nothing can be worse than 
lack of color expect false use of it. Its right use 
undoubtedly requires rare delicacy of artistic in- 
stinct, and many a decorator tries to conceal his 
own, shortcoming by talking of white-and-gold, or 
working upon the theory that harmony of tone 
means monotony of tone. 

Mr. Pretyman has chosen the sumptuons epoch 
of Louis XV. for the general motive of his scheme, 
an epoch which gave us figures in monochrome 
framed in elaborate sweeping scrolis and folia- 
tions based on the movement of line in the acan- 
thus, palm, and shell, successions of curves taking 
up one after another. the theme offered by these 
forms. The famous Salon du Conseil ot Louis XV. 
at Fontainebleau, though belonging to a period a 
little later and making ‘the transition to Louis 
XVI., is the most perfect #gacy which this artis- 
tic-epoch left to the ‘world—a room exquisite 
enough for Titania and all her court. 
No style has so pulgarized as 
this by the mistaken efforts of 
cheap decorators, yet none isso effective for cer- 
tain purposes when properly used. Mr. Prety- 
‘man’s work not being in position as yet, THs 
TRIBUNE representative studied it in his studio. 
The ceiling of the long apartment is divided 
longitudifially by the row of alabaster columns. 
In the center of one side isa seated figure of 
Mercury, typifying commerce. In the center of 
the other is Minerva, typifying the fine arts, with 
a graceful youth by her side who helds a newly- 
fashioned vase. These figures are executed in 
pink monochrome, and the richly-gilded, high- 
relief arabesques which frame them are so toned 
in color as to lead the eye gradually to the four 
blue figures at the corners, which typify the 
arts—painting, literature, music, and poetry. The 
figures were intrusted to Charles Hollo- 
way, who painted the beautiful Audito 
rium frieze, and they prove conclusively 
his ability to treat figures decoratively. 
in artistic subservience to the beauty and har- 
mony of the whole scheme. Such work as this 


serves to remind one of a fact which one cannot 


help doubting under those ceilings in which real- 
istic figures show the soles of their feet to the 
gazers below and float away in elaborate per- 
spective—the fact that the human figure is the 
noblest of all decorative motives when properly 
used. Itis absolutely necessary to the correct 
expression of the Louis XV. style, but here espe- 
cially it must be lightly treated, never over 
emphasized with realism. Mr. Holloway’s figures 
admirably fulfill these conditions. His cloud- 
throned celestials are full of charm and grace, 
being conceived with fine freshness and abandon, 
and executed with that delicacy of touch which 
must characterize good work monochrome. 
Especially interesting are the figures of Hermes 
and Literature. : 

The graceful gilded scroll-work of arabesques 
and foliations which frames these figures in high 
relief is full of lovely curves, which melt into each 
other and carry the color from one theme to 
another. Around the edge of the ceiling a heavy 
og molding of beautiful design frames the great 
rectangie, and by its blue and gold coloring con- 
nects the ceiling with the frieze, whose graceful 
arabesques are richly colored with metallic blues 
and gold and copper tints. The walls below the 
frieze are tinted a deep soft blue divided by a 
narrow band of silver from the paler blue 
which reaches to the wainscot. The grace- 
ful design of the architects, Messrs. Burn- 
ham and Root, for the mosaic pavement, 
which will carry out the Louis XV. motive of the 
room, has been carried to successful completion 
by Messrs. Burke & Co., who also supplied the 
alabaster and mosaic columns. Mr. Burke large- 
ly aided the revival of mosaic in Europe twenty 
years ago, and since then he has laid these beau- 
tiful pavements in ali quarters of the world. Of 
late he has done so much work in Chicago that he 
has established here his headquarters for the 
United States. In this latest work a simple de- 
sigh in the center is surrounded by a wide and 
richly-colored border of graceful arabesques. 

A room so harmoniotis and beautiful as this 
cannot fail to exert a far-reaching influence over 
the people who will throng there. With what- 
ever commercial purposes they may enter their 
senses will be soothed and their soule exalted by 
the overpowering grace of art. It is, perhaps, 
most fortunate that this vision is offered among 
the very idols of the market-place, proving, by the 
triumph of beauty in the stronghold of her ap- 
parent enemies, that nothing in life is sordid un-
